If and when the people want it, an 
appropriate walkaway or foot-bridge 
will be provided across the mouth of the 


Altona West drain. 
The 300 ft. wide 


drainage outlet will run 


through the Explosives Reserve to the Bay. 


Work has already commenc- 
ed on ‘the project which has 
been approved by the Port Phil- 
lip Authority a new Board 
set up to control works on the 
foreshore around the bay. 


However the Authority sought 
Altona Council’s comments on 
the need for the provision of an 
appropriate walkway or foot- 
bridge across the mouth of the 
drain so that there would be no 
impediment to pedestrian traffic 
along the beach at the outlet 
point. 

As a possible guide to Council, 
the Authority mentioned that it 
holds the view at this stage, and 
until the area previously occupi- 
ed as the Explosives Reserve is 
developed along the lines in- 
dicated by the Council, a walk- 
way or footbridge is unneces- 
sary and perhaps even undesir- 
able. : 

At their last meeting Council 
decided to provide a crossing 
if and when requested by Rate- 
payers.

Mr. G. J. Hobbs of Civic Pde., 
Altona had asked the council: 

“1 am writing with regard to 
the Shire Engineer’s request 
that we remove our stock from 
the old Williamstown  race- 
course.

The Shire secretary, Mr. Wa- 
ters said the council’s reserves 
by-law prohibits the playing of 
ball games within 100’ of boun- 
daries of reserves and buildings 
adjacent to or on such reserves. 

However, Clause 3 of the by- 
law states — ‘The council may 
set apart any portion of the 
reserves for the purpose of any 
lawful games or sports and from 
time to time grant to any club 
or association of clubs, the use 
of the grounds so set apart up- 
on such terms and conditions 
‘as it may deem to be reason- 
able and consistent with this 
by-law. 

Except with the written per- 
mission of the council previous- 
ly had and obtained, no person 
shali at any time, play or prac- 
tice cricket, football, golf, 
hockey, baseball or other bali 
games within an area of 100 
feet from any boundary of, or 
any building on the rserve.”” 

The playing of golf on any 
council reserve is prohibited. 
The matter will be referred to 
the council’s Ranger and Pro- 
secuting Officer for inspection 
and attention, but the erection 
of appropriate signs on this and 
other reserves could probably 
deter unauthorised users. The 
signs could read—'’Ball Games 
Prohibited within 100 feet of 
Buildings ond Boundaries.

Late last year the initial steps were 
taken to form a Mobile First-Aid Unit in 


Altona. 


The local division of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade approached headquarters and was advised 
that an initial supply of equipment could be obtained 
from Civil Defence on an application through the 


local council. 


The Shire Council was asked 
to make the necessary applica- 
tion at their meeting in Decem- 
ber. Due to the holiday period 
and then the postal strike there 
were some delays. About half 
of the equipment arrived last 
week just in time for five mem- 
bers of the squad to attend a 
training camp at Portsea. 


The Victorian Government has 
recognised the St. John Ambul- 
ance Brigade Search and Res- 
cue section as a very_import- 
ant part of the State’s Civil De- 
fence Network and regards it 
as an “Essential Service.’’ Ad- 
ditionally, six rescue vehicles 
and approximately $60,000 worth 
of equipment has been sup- 
plied to the Search and Rescue 
section to enable them to func- 
tion on a sound basis. Recognis- 
ed as an- “Essential Service,” 
the Search and Rescue Squads 
are permitied to move freely 
through Police road blocks at a 
disaster area. 


The Search and Rescue Squad 
Members, who are highly train- 
ed in first aid, receive further 
training in the following fields: 
Communications, Map Reading 
and Navigation, Ropes and their 
application to seafch and res- 
eue, Cliff Rescue, Physical fit- 
ness, Civil Defence, Health and 
Hygiene in the Field, Bushfire 
Survival and Rescue. 

When first formed, the squads 
are known as Mobile First Aid 
Units, who back up and assist 
Search and Rescue Squads in 
the case of bushfires, searches 
and rescues. 


After a preliminary period of 
stringent training taking about 
12 months, the Mobile . Squads 
are given the full title of St. 
John-Ambulance Brigade Search 
and Rescue Squad. . 

The carap at Portsea over the 
weekend of 22nd to 24th March 
was part of this training - - 

The Altona squad was recog- 
nised as a new unit and although 





expected to operate as a unit 
whenever possible, was attached 
to experienced squads for fur- 
ther training. The unit was in- 
deed fortunate to be camped 
between Frankston and Waver- 
ley, two very experienced 
squads. As the Altona radios 
had not arrived, Waverley pro- 
vided the unit with a radio. In- 
struction was given to the Al- 
tona Radio Operator by an ex- 
perienced man from the Ring- 
wood Squad. Frankston eame to 
the unit's aid with the loan of 
a prismatic compass. 


Exercises in map reading and 
radio communciation were car- 
ried out effectively on Saturday 
morning. The major exercise 
carried out during Saturday af- 
ternoon proved exhausting for Al- 
tona members. But they acquit. 
ted themselves well, treating 
quite a number of casualties” 
under the guidance of the Wav- 
erley and Boronia Basin Saads. 
The night exercise was another 
valuable phase of the training. 

For the cliff rescue segment 
the unit was again attached to 
Waverley, perhaps the most ex- 
perienced and certainly the 
best equipped for this work. 
Several Altona members went 
“down the side”. . z 


It is hoped that a bigger 
squad will be available for the 
next training camp. the 
mean time training will con- 
tinue here in Altona each week 
and some members have indicat- 
ed that they will be undertaking 
specialist courses at St. John 
Head Quarters during the year. 

Both the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade and the Search and 
Réscue section are run on a vol- 
untary basis and every man 
must provide his own finance to 
purchase uniforms and first aid 
equipment. Only the bare es- 
sentials have been supplied by 
Civit Defence. Much equip- 
ment will have to be found local- 
ly if, this new squad is to be- 
come really proficient and ef- 
ficient.

PROPOSED 


An Altona resident interested 
in the “work of the Braille Lib- 
rary of Victoria is auxious to 
establish a fund-raising auxiliary 
for the library in Altona. 

This little known, but much 
used, library in Commercial-rd., 
Prahran, houses the largest col- 
lection of Braille books in Aus- 
tralia — approximately 7000 of 
them—in 30,000 volumes. 

The staff is both blind and 
sighted. Six totally blind people 
work in the building—-two of 
them are teachers whic travel to 
the State borders to teach those 
who have lost their sight, bring- 
ing comfort and hope distilled 
from their own experience as 
people once sighted. 

The other four are skilled 
proof readers, who check the 
Braille work sent’ in by the 
voluntary transcribers—without 
whose work the library would not 
exist. . 

As’ readers may know, Louis 
Braille, a Frenchman born in 
the early 19th century, invented 
the system which hears his 
name. Basically, a system of 
raised dots is substituted for the 
letters of the alphabet, and this, 
using abbreviations, makes pos- 
sible the translation ef print into 


Braille. “ 

The sheets ‘of Braille are 
bound by hand by auxiliary 
workers who meet in the Braille 
Hall of the library two or three 
times a month. This is an opera- 
tion which involves sewing the 
pages before binding in hard 
covers. 

A great range of books is thus 
prepared, covering fiction and 
non-fiction. Students often call 
on the library for aid, and ex- 
amination papers are also .in 
Braille. 

Books are supplied post free 
to hundreds of blind people in 
Australia. Here State boundaries 
cease to exist. Books are even 
sent to Malaysia to readers who 
have scant facilities in their 
own countries.

Trees and shrub 


s have now come to 


be the main. attraction in the gardens, 
pushing aside the annuals and bulbous 


plants. 


The. many purposes 
make them indespensible 
as beauty. 


Apart from their decorative 
effect in beds, borders and on 
lawns, many of them are suit- 
able- for forming wind-breaks. 
There are a few essentials to 
remember when planting shrubs 
and trees.

- Dear Mr. Coleman, 





THE ALTONA STAR 


__.'am-writing to inform you of a‘nasty incident that took 
place after a. dance in Altona North last week. The dance 
“hall was emptying out and my girlfriend and 1 were talking 
‘to the group that had ‘provided the music for the dance." 

We were discussing the success of the dance : 


when all of a sudden chairs were flying and the hall: 
was alive with fighting bodies, - 


Over a dozen boys were fight- 
ing: the three or four men who 
had been running the dance. 1 
am not quite sure how the fight 
started, but the dozen or so 
boys who’ were ‘fighting had ar- 
rived at the dance just before it 
had finished, and, by the way, 
they were acting, I think they 
had been drinking. 


- 'My girlfriend and I were terri- 
fied and 1 still feel sick now 
when I think of those boys gang- 
ing up on those men and hitting 
them with chairs. One man was 
knocked to the ground and he 
just lay there while the boys 
kicked him. I wanted to do some- 
thing to help, but I was too 
scared to move, 


One man was trying to fight 
three boys at once and they 
threw a chair at him, so he 
made a dash for the exit, by 
which time he was a mass of 
cuts and bruises. 


After a while we wondered if 
we were going to get out of the 
dance alive, but then one boy 
yelled “Cops,”’ and they all ran 
out. 


The police did not arrive and | 


my girlfriend and I ran home 
as fast as we could. 

When I got home my father 
asked-me why I was late, so I 
told him we could not get out of 
the dance hall and he has for- 
bidden me to go to any more 
dances. 


In a way I don't care because 
-l would be too scared to go to 
that dance again. 

Anyway, I thought I had better 
write you this letter because 
those boys might be good fellows 
when they are on their own, but 
on Saturday night they were 
sinners in every sense of the/ 
word. -To me they seemed so 
fuli_of hate that they were like 
wild animals. 

Because of them it will he a 
long time before I will be able 
to go ‘to another dance again 
and one of those poor men they 
attacked might be seriously in-

REPORT FOR JANUARY-FEBRUARY, 1968 
- January and February -highlights included the sett- 
ling-in and the first of three planned orientations for 
3rd Battalion, The Royal Australian Regiment. 


The first two operations were uneventful and the 
third was cancelled because of Ist Australian Task 
Force commitments on combined operation Duntroon- 
Akron V and then on Operation Coburg, which ended 


on March T, 1968, 


The additional New Zealand 
infantry company, ““W’ Com- 
pany, Royal New Zealand In- 
fantry Regiment, took over oc- 
cupation of the “Horseshoe” 
position on December 28, 1967, 
east of Nui Dat and commenced 
patro! operations. 


Elements of 3rd Battalion, 
Thé Royal Australian Regiment, 
received their baptism ‘of fire 
early in February in a battle 
at Baria, when they relieved 
the situation there and killed 
more than 40 Viet Cong. The! 
Telief of Baria, the provincial 
capital of Phuoc Tuy Province, 
by Australian forces following 
the Viet Cong Tet offensive, was 
later highly praised by the 
province chief, Major Nguyen 
Be Trooc. 7 


TERRORIST UPSURGE 


Significant developments dur- 
ing the period were reflected in 
the aborted Vietnamese Lunar 
New Year (Tet) ceasefire truce, 
and Australian Forces were in- 
volved in various manifestations 
of the co-ordinated Viet Cong 
offensive, in the Phuoc Tuy Pro- 
vince, in Saigon, and more par- 
ticularly in Operation Coburg. 


This operation was intended 
to integrate with the counter 
‘| attack in the Saigon/Bien Hoa 


OPERATION DUNTROON 


Late reports on the success of 
combined Operation Duntroon- 
Akron~V were received from a 
communist defector from the 
Viet Cong 274th Regiment who 
admitted his group had 50 
wounded Viet Cong. 


This substantially lifted the 
Viet Cong casualty figures for 
the operation. 


OPERATION COBURG 


Coburg was the first operation 
mounted by Ist Australian Task 
Force outside Phuoc Tuy _Pro- 
vince. It moved Task Force 
troops into Bien Hoa Province, 
and has now successfully con- 
eluded. 


It was a reconnaissance-in- 
force mission which was moun- 
ted in response to a pre-Lunar 
New Year cease fire massing of 
Viet Cong units and threats of 
rocket attacks against targets 
in Bien Hoa Province, north- 
west of Nui Dat. 


A request for Australian and 
New Zealand troops to assist in 
preventing the siting of enemy 
rocket positions was approved 
by the Commander, Australian 
Force Vietnam, in consultation 
with the Allied U.S. Commander 
General William C. Westmore-

The Viet Cong main force units 
which normally operate in Phuoc 
Tuy Province were engaged 
during January and February by 
United States and Vietnamese 
forces defending the Long Binh 
and Bien Hoa complexes. 


Pockets of Viet Cong resist- 
ance were still being cleaned up 
by Vietnamese local forces early 
in February, and later these 
pockets of resistance were 
eliminated. ‘ 


Attacks in Phuoe Tuy, which 
coincided with the upsurge of 
enemy activity throughout South 
Vietnam, were mounted by Viet 
Cong local units normaily resi- 
dent in Phucc Tuy and included 
D445 Mobile Battalion with Viet 
Cong district companies and area 
and village guerillas. : 


The 1st Australian Task Force 
base at Nui Dat came. under 
attack by Viet Cong forces us- 
ing mortars, machine guns, 
rockets and automatic riffes. 





These attacks were of a minor 
nature and were unsuccessful on 
both occasions. 


No major damage was caused. 


It is believed that both of 
these attacks were designed by 
the Viet Cong as diversionary, 
to keep artillery busy while 
other enemy attacked - planned: 
targets such as outposts and 
Vietnamese positions. 


During the attacks on Nui Dat 
the Viet Cong were also hitting 
targets in surrounding areas. 


SAIGON 


Increased security precautions 
were - introduced at Head- 
quarters, Australian Force Viet- 
nam, in Saigon on January 31, 
when Viet Cong aitacks erupted 
in the capital. Movement be- 
tween the Headquarters and bil- 
lets were cancelled and Head- 
quarters staff remained on duty- 
at the Free World Building fer 
the first days of February. 


Although there was fighting 
in the vicinity of the Head- 
quarters, no Australians were 
involved in these clashes. 


During later attacks, a guard 
and residents at the ‘‘Canberra” 
soldiers’ billet in Saigon con- 
tacted 16 to 20 Viet Cong. The 
Viet Cong were armed with 
rifles and automatic weapons. 
The contact resulted in one Viet 
Cong killed and five others 
wounded accredited to a 7th 
Battalion, The Royal Australian 


es Regiment, guard. 


i 





The ist Australian Task Force 
Headquarters moved into the 
field in Bien Hoa Province to 
direct the Task Force elements 
engaged on the operation. 


‘The introduction of a third:in- 
fantry battalion into the Task 
Force enabled two other bat- 
talions to operate much further 
afield in the Three Corps area, 
while retaining security for the 
Headquarters in Phuoc Tuy. 


By the end of February, Op- 
eration Coburg had accounted 
for more than 200 Viet Cong 
killed and the capture of 116 
enemy weapons, including 13 
rocket launchers. Large quan- 
tities of other enemy equipment 
were also captured. 


CIVIL AFFAIRS 


Highlights for the Ist Aus- 
tralian Civil Affairs -unit in 


January included the comple- 


tion of extensions to the Hoa 
Long markets, a dispensary at 
Ap Suoi Nghe, minor new works 
at ‘the Baria Old Folks Home, 
and construction of hygiene 
facilities at Lam Son Primary 
School in Vung Tau. 


Twenty Vietnamese were 
evacuated for surgery and five 
for medical treatment during 
the period. 


Despite an ambush incident 
at Hoi My, when a Vietnarnese 
child was killed and an -Aus- 
tralian medical orderly and a 
Vietnamese soldier_wounded, a 
Medical Civil Aid Project team 
continues to see and treat more 
than 130 patients each week to 
keep faith with the local popula- 
tion.
